Group II, claims 9-16, drawn to a method comprising the special technical feature of 
adding antigen to each microwell; 

Group III, claims 17-26, drawn to a method comprising the special technical feature of an 
antigen specific antigen receptor gene cloned from the single antigen specific lymphocyte; 

Group IV, claim 27, drawn to a method of manufacturing a monoclonal antibody;
